Majcſtics intention, nor can it enter into the heart of man 
to think, that it was intended for thoſe that did never ſerve 
really under his late Sacred Majeſty of ever blefled Memo» 
ry, as Officers in the late Warr z nor yet for thoſe that de- 
ſerred''his ſervice 3 - much leſs for thoſe that ſerved againſt 
him z and yer all of theſe lay claim to a ſhare thereof, and 
goe away with recompenſe, whileſt his Majeſties coriftant; 
loyal, indigent ſervants, who through all hazargs and ex- 
tremiries, have born Arms by the command of his late 
Majeſty, in the defence of the Kings Perſon , Crown and 
Dignity, and who have continued faithfull chrough the 
whole courſe of the late Warrs, are expoſed to {corn and 
penury : This is no ſmall abuſe to his Majeſty, that his 
Bounty ſhould be fruſtrate, by falling into their hands to 
whom it was never intended : Beſides, it may prove of dan» 
gerous conſequence , for that his Majeſty may hereby 
miſtake his Foes for his Friends, whileſt treacherous and 
undeſerving-perſons receive the reward and charaQter be- 
longing properly to perſons of Loyalty and Honour.

Ar Ravenelaſs , thcre I was commanded by intreatics by 
the Earl of Briſtol, and Lord Langdale, to return with 
Sir William Huddleſtene, and Sir Horatio Cary, for the Soul- 
diers of our Regiment mutinied ro part with their Officers, 
and would have ſunk the Boat which was to convey them to 
the Ile of Map ; fo 1 conſented to hazard my {elf to ſave fo 
many Perſons of Quality; in our retreat there was not a Co-. 
lour left flying bur my own,and in that black night the Ene- 
my fired all the Beacons inthe Counttey round to give us 
light, the event of which proved ſad. 

At Worton Sands, where we repulſed the Enemy ; Cap- 
tain Brawaling wounded.

At Slowithoeld , my Lord Aſbley, and Sir Charles Luca 
both taken Priſoftters, and fo to Oxford, where we were ina 
ſad condition ; but coming rothe Governour, Sir The, Glex- 
ham, with whom l had formerly been acquainted, did give 
order for us, and the next morning ſent for me to attend his 
late Majeſty of ever bleſſed Memory, to whom I gave the 
beſt account I could of the Earl of Briſtol, the Lord Lang. 
dale, and all the Officers that rook Boxtz and of thoſe that 
returned out of Scotland to Oxford, 1 knew but five, Cap- 
tain Grimſton, Captain Braudling, Captain Wilſon, Leute- 
nant Herman, and my felt ; his gracious Majeſty did charge 
the Governor to provide for us, and the next day I reccived 
five pounds,which was all Lever received, except one weeks 
pay for my Troop, after che Queen-Morher landed at Bur- 
lington, and did by the aſſiſtance of Sir Thomas Wentworth 
enduretill che Surrender, and came out upon the Arit- 
cles. . 

For the ſecond Warr upon the ſurpriſe of Pomfret Caſtle, 
the Enemy ſent ſeveral Parties to apprehend us, bur having 
advice of both, the taking of the Caſtle , and the Encmics 
intention, Roger Portington, Robert Portington, and my (elf, 
all having real and honourable Commands in the firſt War, 
raiſed all the men we could, with whom we forced our way 
ro their aſſiſtance, for which ſervices Roger ſuffered eleven 
years Impriſonment , and damnified in his eſtate neer as ma- 
ny thouſand pounds, aud we as much as any thar adhered to 
tus Majeſty, according roour Talent ; Robert irrecoverably, 
as it was ſuppoſed, wounded at Willewby , and all of us Pri- 
ſoners at the death of Oliver,one at London, another at Hull, 
and my (elf at Tork, | 

Since his Majelties return, 1 have been Lieutenant to 
Sir Godfrey Copley of a Troop of Volunteers ' in the Regi- 


ment, and under the Command of his Grace the Dukeof

Thus have I bricfly run over the ſad Sczne of a direful 
Tragedy, wherein it may be calily ſuppoſed, what miſeries 
I ſuffered from his Majeſtics Enemics, and the Kingdoms 
Subverters ; to be plundered of my whole perſonal Eſtate, 
and that conſiderable, my reall ſcqueltred, and the greateſt 
part of it fold, was no trouble : Burt to have my Wife and 
Family curn'd into the open ſtreets at-Doncaſter, whom none 
durſt harbour z bur hewown Silter, not living farr remote, 
having compaſsion on her, took her home : for which cha- 
ritable at, her Husband Mr. Wray was impriſoned and fe- 
queſtred : And at this time, the remainder of my Eſtate 
ready to follow the firſt , having by reaſon of the fore- 
anlicned Calamitics, contracted ſo much debt, as other- 
wiſe I am not able to diſcharge, this is a trouble : To beim- 
priſoned perpetually for his Majzfty was no trouble ; bur 
being come home tor a while by. the Mediation of fome 
Friends, to have ſome Sixteen Gentlemen, my neighbours, 
cpmeto viſit me, all raken Priſoners with me, and ſuffered 
very much, this was a trouble : To (crve his Majeſty faith- 


fully. this was notrouble ; bur to be counted diſlerving, this 


i54 great trouble : To be arraigned at the Aſsize at York, 
for [erving the King, where the Judge withr me to thank 
the Jury , this was 'no trouble ; bur to be commirred to 
Nqwpate, and arraigncd for diſſerving ; theſe all put toge- 
ther, proJuce heart-breaking troubles, And if thoſe per- 
{ons who have neither been ARtive nor Paſcive for his Ma- 
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j. ty, but Neuters rather, and not conſtant, but rather dif 
loyal, ſhall be rewarded, and ſuch as my {elf rejeQed, we 
muſt expc& recompenſe in another World, where Aſtre: 
dwells. In the Interim, I could wiſh, that every man that / 
intends to ſhare, or hath ſhared in his Majeſty's Bornty, 
mighe make a Narrative of what he hath done or ſuffered, 
and where. he ſcrved in the late Warrs: And then it is my 
humble Pcricion, Thar his Sacred Majeſty would be pleaſed 
to do Juſtice, rendring to every man imparrtially ro his 
mcrit, ſince Juſtice s the Beam of Princely Fallances :
